LEGISLATIVE SERVICES AGENCY —— ELIMINATION2

Section 1. Section 2.12, subsection 4, Code 2022, is amended3

to read as follows:4

4. There is appropriated out of any funds in the state5

treasury not otherwise appropriated such sums as may be6

necessary for the fiscal year budgets budget of the legislative7

services agency and the office of ombudsman for salaries,8

support, maintenance, and miscellaneous purposes to carry9

out their its statutory responsibilities. The legislative10

services agency and the office of ombudsman shall submit their11

its proposed budgets budget to the legislative council not12

later than September 1 of each year. The legislative council13

shall review and approve the proposed budgets budget not later14

than December 1 of each year. The budget approved by the15

legislative council for each of its statutory legislative16

agencies shall be transmitted by the legislative council17

to the department of management on or before December 118

of each year for the fiscal year beginning July 1 of the19

following year. The department of management shall submit20

the approved budgets received from the legislative council21

to the governor for inclusion in the governor’s proposed22

budget for the succeeding fiscal year. The approved budgets23

shall also be submitted to the chairpersons of the committees24

on appropriations. The committees on appropriations may25

allocate from the funds appropriated by this section the funds26

contained in the approved budgets, or such other amounts as27

specified, pursuant to a concurrent resolution to be approved28

by both houses of the general assembly. The director of the29

department of administrative services shall issue warrants for30

salaries, support, maintenance, and miscellaneous purposes31

upon requisition by the administrative head of each statutory32

legislative agency. If the legislative council elects to33

change the approved budget for a legislative agency prior to34

July 1, the legislative council shall transmit the amount of35
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the budget revision to the department of management prior to1

July 1 of the fiscal year, however, if the general assembly2

approved the budget it cannot be changed except pursuant to a3

concurrent resolution approved by the general assembly.4
